PARIS, Jan. 15 (#)—The French 
Cabinet, acting today in the financial 
crisis caused by the phenomena! fall 
of the franc, decided to increase all 
taxes, direct and indirect, by 20 per 
cent. It also decided to reduce the 
recoverable budget in 1924 to 5,000,- 
000,000 francs, which will be met by 
this new taxation. 

The ministers agreed also to adjourn 
discussion of all bills before the Par- 
liament involving additional expendi- 
ture, such as the pending measures 
for increases in pension, and so forth. 
The Government. likewise decided to 
put before the Chamber on Thursday 
a bill balancing the budget, putting 
the recoverable budget, heretofore met 
polely by loans, into the ordinary 
budget, and meeting all this by actual 
Government income.

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UNITY NEED FELT 
IN PEACE DRIVES 
IN UNITED STATES 


‘Though One-Third of Adult 
Population Crusades for Amity, 
Efforts Are Dissipated 


By GEORGE T. ODELL 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15—The desire 
for peace flames in the hearts of a 
vast majority of the human race. In 
the United States fully one-third of the 
adult population is engaged in a con- 
scious effort to find the means for at- 
taining harmonious relations and per- 
manent peace among the nations and 
races of the earth, through their duly 
accredited spokesmen in 32 organiza- 
tions maintained for the primary pur- 
pose of advancing that cause. - There 
are many other orgnizations, formed 
primarily for other purposes, which 
uevertheless maintain active depart- 
ments and committees for promoting 
the peace movement. 

At first it seems anomalous that a 
movement supported by such tremer- 
dous numbers has been so barren of 
results. It is axiomatic, however, that 
any effective peace program depends 
upon political action. The will of the 
people must be commiunicated to the 
governing powers, and by them tran- 
slated into laws, treaties and policies. 
It is no€ sufficient that each nation 
shall provide its own methods for 
meintaining amicable relations with 
the rest.of the world, but the methods 
of all must converge in & common pro- 
gram. 


Lack of Unification 

The force of the conscious will for 
peace on the part of one-third the 
adult population of America has been 
largely dissipated. Not only has there 
been no agreement on a single formula 
but many of the organizations are in- 
tolerant of others. The referendum 
on the Bok prize peace plan is the 
most effecthal step that has ever been 
taken to unite the peace forces upon a 
single formula for political action. 
Never before in the history of the 

© movement in the United States 
hag there been such a stupendous at- 
tempt to transmute the will of the peo- 
ple for peace into a mandate to the 
Government. 

The peace movement in the United 
States thus far has been chiefly edu- 
cational: Leaders have adopted yari- 
ous formulas for achieving the desired 
end and around them have built or- 
ganizations. Those who join become 
partisans ot a particular plan. What- 
ever political work they do is with the 
single purpose of securing the adop- 
tion of their eular plan.

Judge Braley Dismisses Petition 
to Restrain B. & M. and

The 20 per cent increase in local 
fares of three Massachusetts railroads 
serving Boston which went into effect 
at midnight last night won its first 
victory against those who seek to 
overthrow it when Judge Henry K. 
Braley of the Massachusetts Supreme 
Court today dismissed without-preju- 
dice the petition of Charles A. Cough- 
lin of Medford to restrain the Public 
Utilities Commission and the Boston 
& Maine Railroad from carrying them 
into effect. Ruling that he had no 
jurisdiction over the matter, as the 
day made the commission the sole 
judges of the act, the judge neverthe- 
less set next Tuesday as a time when 
petitioners, if they desire, may be 
given further hearings before the 
court. 

Yesterday the State Senate, without 
a dissenting vote, asked the commis- 
sioners to change their decision, al- 
lowing the Boston & Maine, Boston 
& Albany, and New York, New Haven 
& Hartford to charge increased com- 
mutation rates. 
this morning, at the request of Henry 
C. Attwill, chairman of the commis- 
sion, Attorney-General Jay R. Benton 
assigned Lewis Goldberg, his as- 
sistant, to represent the commis- 
sioners. .

, ot ‘the peace movement in the United 
States may be today, it is nevertheless 
a fact that the organized effort to pro- 
mote some plan for ending war has 
been going on for more than a century. 
Just as every great war in Europe 
from the sixteenth century down to 
the World War has stimulated the for- 
mulation of some plan for amicable 
adjustment of international disputes, 
so the War of 1812 gave impetus to a 
similar movement in the United States. 
Out of that impetus grew the Ameri- 
can Peace Society, formed in 1829 by 
the amalgamation of several state 
peace societies that were founded as 
_ early as 1815. It is still in existence. 

‘The American Peace Society was the 
idea of William Ladd of Minot, Me., 
who received his inspiration trom 

David Low Dodge, founder of the New 
Tork Peace Society. At the time the 
American society was formed there 
were in existence’ peace societies in 
the states of New York, Ohio, Massa- 
chusetts, Pennsylvania, New Hamp- 
shire, Maine, Vermont, Rhode Island, 
Connecticut, Georgia and North Caro- 
lina. 


“Congress of Nations” 


In 1840, Mr. Ladd published an 
„Essay on a Congress of Nations,” out- 
lining a plan for a Congress of Nations 
and a Court of Nations, each of which 
was to be separate and distinct., The 
purpose of his plan, Mr. Ladd stated 
as follows: 

I consider the Congress as the leg- 
islature and the Court as the judiciary 
in the government of nations, Jeaving 
the functions of the executive with 
public opinion, “the queen of the 
world.” This division I have never 
seen in any plan for agCongress or 
a diet of independent nations, either 
ancient or modern; and I believe it 
will obviate the objections which have 
been herebefore made to such a Plan. 


Commenting on the Ladd plan, Dr. 
Scott, who is the veteran executive of 
the Carnegie Endowment. for Inter- 
national Peace, wrote in 1917: 

It is equally true at the presént 
day .:. when the Congress which he 
proposed, to agreé upon the principles 
of international law, had been called 
in 1898 ..,. and when the Court of 
Nations ‘which he advocated was ap- 
proved in 1907 in the second conter~ “ 

, ence.of nations.

In response to that request, 
the President communicated with the 
Tsar of Russia, who had issued invita- 
tions to the first Hague conference, 
with the result that the second confer- 
ence was convoked in 1907. 


Prevention of War Council * 


The necessity of whiting the peace 
movements behind some definite politi- 


cal aims has been well understood by 


many ot its leading advocates. The 
most ambitious effort in that direc- 
tion since the anmistice has been made 
by the National Council for the Pre- 
vention of War._ Formed a little more 
than a year ago, it purposed to act as 
a clearing house for national organ- 
izations that believe in the “substitu- 
tion of law for war as a method of 
settling international differences.” To- 
day it represents an affiliation of 36 or- 
ganizations, having a combined mem- 
bership of approximately 10,000,000. 

The three objectives which these or- 
ganizations have been able to agree 
upon are: (1) Progressive world or- 
ganization; (2) world-wide reduction 
of armaments to a police status by in- 
ternational agreement, and (3) world- 
wide education for peace. 

‘The 36 organizations affijiated with 
the National Council represent many 
different ideas as to the means of 
achieving lasting peace. It has been 
impossible to get all of them—or even 
a majority—to subscribe to a single 
concrete program, which could be pre- 
sented to the Government as the man- 
date of 10,000,000 American. citi- 
zens. 

By the necessities imposed upon him 
by the form of the organization, and 
from personal inclination, Frederick J. 
Libby, the executive secretary of the 
National Council, has concentrated 
chiefly upon an effort to mobilize pub- 
lic opinion for peace. Fortnightly bul- 
letins are issued on international af- 
fairs, and many pamphlets dealing 
with the spiritual, economic, political 
and historic phases of peace and war 
The literature of the council, carefully 
edited and compiled, contains a vast 
= of valuable and authentic informa- 
tion. , 


Many Surveys Made ~ 
One of the officials of the council 
said that the guide to its output of 


Carhegie Endowment of not more than

“Recommending Body” 


| The doctrine which this society is

States Navy. e the pro- 
trade : 
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our taxation is for city, county and 
state hudgets. New York’ City alone, 
with a population of 56,620,000, pays 
an annual tax of $613,000,000 and has 
a debt of over $1,000,000,000, The 
United States, with a population of 
106,000,000, has a national budget of 
about $4,000,000,000. This amount 
is derived from the customs, internal 
revenue, income taxes, coinage profits, 
sale of public lands, fees, fines, pen- 
alties, etc. But only 1.7 per cent of 
the national budget is allotted to tlie

The Heart of Chili Land 


Santa Fe, New Mexico 
Special Correspondence 

N THE clear air of Indian summer 

| the cluster of brown adobe houses 

nestled in the valley are picked 
out against the brown mountains be- 
hind them by scarlet outlines. From 
a distance one decides these must be 
scarlet banners flung from the house- 
tops for some fiesta. Then, with a 
gasp of delight, ene recognizes them 
as great garlands of crimson flowers, 
wreathing these simple homes. Close 
inspection reveals these flowers as 
wide strings of chili peppers festooned 
-from the low flat roofs to dry in the 
warm autumn sun. 

Chimayo, that distant and fabled 
hamlet in northern New Mexico, is the 
red heart of chili-land. During the 
summer the fields of green peppers 
are watered with utmost care. and in 
September every member of the family 
goes forth to pick the shining pods. 
As the first harvest ts heaped in the 
low storerooms the women and chil- 


floor all day and far into the night to 
tle the pods, three at a twist, into a 
five-foot ristra of chili. The work 
goes swiftly, for if the fields are not 


cleared of their precious crops before 
Oct. 15 the bestias, stray, burros, 
horses, and cows, who are turned loose 
on that day, may trample the vines 
and ruin the harvest. ‘ 

As soon ag the ristras are completed 
they are hung over the flat adobe roofs 
to dry, safe from straying bestias in 
this high evaporator where the sun 
does all the work. The green pods 
show scarlet spots here and there as 
they are hung. Three days in the sun- 
shine and they are as scarlet as any 
flame; three weeks and they have 
deepened to crimson and are beginning 
to rattle with dryness when the first’ 
cold winds from the Sangre de Cristos 
shake them. Now they are carefully 
taken down from the  hodsetop. 
enough hung from the storéroom 
rafters to provide the family with a 
year’s supply of chill, and the rest is 
heaped high in a covered wagon, which 
will start in the dawn for the 25-mile 
drive to Santa Fe, where its crimson 


Twenty-two thousand ristras of ehili 
were garnered from the sun-baked 


Chimayo valley this year. Rich indeed 
is the family that flaunts its wealth 
in these scarlet garlands if they ex- 
tend entirely around the house-top, 
for each ristra brings more than a 
dollar. Spice merchants seek it for 
paprika and chili powder, pimento and 
canned tamales, pickles, and sauces. 
El Paso, San Antonio, New Orleans 
like its flavor. The southern states 
are reputed to consume five times as 
much hot condiment as all the rest 
of the United States. 

Before revolutionary troubles upset 
the land, old Mexico was one of the 
largest producers of chili in th8 world. 
Since then bandits, instead-of peppers, 
have made it hot for that country, and 
the chili industry has taken root and 
flourished in the north. The first 
green chili to be canned was put up 
in Las Cruces, N. M., more than 20 
years ago, it is said. Now the big 
California packing houses feature red 
and green pimentos as one of their 
specialties. 

New Mexicans prefer their local 
variety to any other because, they say, 
it has more fire to the ounce than the 
milder, sweet peppers. At home the 
tresh green pods are blistered and the 
outer skin peeled off. This is stewed 
down into a sauce, with the never- 
falling addition of a clove of garlic. 
In the winter the dried scarlet pods 
are roasted and ground by hand into 
powder, the fineness of the powder 
being one of the tests of Mexican 
housekeeping.

Naval officers are not militarists. 
The navy heartily approves ot limita- 
tion of armaments by international 
agreement. We of the regular Army 
and Navy hate “war, for, above all 
others, we understand -what war 
means. In the great international 
conference for the limitation of arma- 
ments, naval officers assisted in de- 
vising a technical plan that made pos- 
sible the splendid undertaking of Sec- 
retary Hughes, and it cannot be 
doubted that the naval treaty that 
resulted would not have. nm prac- 
ticable -without the whole-hearted co- 


operation of the Navy. When we rati- 


fied the treaty, our’ Nation gladly 
made a stupendous sacrifice in the 
interest of peace.

The real resistance, they de- 
clare, is encountefed on the standard 
lines, the normal value of which the 
public well knows. 

In the print cloth markets there was 
selling of 5.35-yard 64x60s as low as 
10% cents a yard, but this was from 
second hands and the more general’ 
price in this quarter was 10% 
A few of the southern mills are shading 
11 cents ever so slightly and most of 
them will sell quick goods for 11 cents 
fiat. Eastern mills, as a rule quote 
11% cents and seldom will shade it 
more than an eighth, even on a firm 
bid. This was considered so high a 
price, bowever, as to be out of the 
question with buyers. 

A number of the New York selling 
agents are advising their southern 
mills te sell heavily through the firat 
three or four months of the year when- 
ever the niarket makes it possible to 
get 11% to 11% cents a yard for this 
construction.

Severity: Holders Hopeful Due 
to Transfer of Control to 
Insull Interests 


CHICAGO, Van. 18 (Special)—That | 
the most constructive period in the his-

Periods | 
of depression jn the securities of these 
corporations would be followed by other 
periods of,great prosperity, but these 
changing conditions, it now seems rea- 
senably certain, are a thing of the past, 
and this rehabilitation of the elevated 
roads will be one of the greatest biess- 
ings the city has ever known.”

Now, if the French elections were purely the domestic 
concern of France there would be little need to refer to 
them here. But they are not the concern of France 
exclusively; they have an international aspect. It may 
well be that some change in the fogeign policy of the 
country, which will bring it into closer consonance with 
the views which are beginning to be widely entertained 


both in England and the United States, will be the result. 


True, the elections will chiefly be fought upon such 
questions as the cost of living, but as the cost of living 
is determined to a considerable extent by the fall of the 


franc, and as the fall of the franc is determined by the 


foreign policy of France, as well as by the financial policy 
of France, even this question, taken in isolation, cannot 
be regarded as a purely internal matter. But the effect 
of an electoral fight on such a ground is likely to be far- 
reaching. : 3 

The year 1924 should, therefore, see some changes 
of great international interest. Everything which now 
happens in France is influenced by the elections. The 
country is under their shadow—they dominate the whole 
situation. Now there are some curious-signs which can- 
not be overlooked. “It will have been observed that the 
prestige of M. Poincaré, great as it is, does not suffice 
to, compel. Parliament, with its present preoccupatians, 
to bow down to his ruling. When he falls back upon the 
task which he is carrying out in respect of reparations, 
and in respect of a settlement with Germany by the 
coercion of the Ruhr occupation, he has few challengers, 
not because France is content with the results, but because 
the problem is so complicated that everybody hesitates to 
oppose directly his policy. There is a proverb which 
says that one should never “swap” horses while cross- 
ing a stream, and it is from this point of view that it was 
felt unwise to displace M. Poincaré before he had brought 
his operations to a conclusion. 

In France, each Ministry, in the interplay of parties 
and of groups, usually finds that at the end of a year or so 
it is what the French call “usé,” that is to say, worn ott. 
In the effort to please so many conflicting interests a 
muddle has been produced, and it only remains for the 
Government to clear out and to leave to a successor the 
chance of beginning again. In this respect the Govern- 
ment of M. Poincaré is not an exception to the rule. 

Thus it comes about that the growing discontent seri- 
ously menaces the Bloc National. H. M. Poincaré keeps 
his hold in spite of the fact that his Ministry is “usé,” 
and that the fall of the franc. the profiteering, and the 
high cost of living, have alarmed the deputies, it is be- 
cause they do not know what can now be done in regard 


to the foreign situation and feel that it is better to allow - 


him to carry on until the elections. Nobody dares to take 
the risk of reversing his policy. But a curious develop- 
ment is in prospect, and although it would be dangerous 
to make a definite forecast, it may be indicated that there 
are people in France who believe that when the Bloc des 
Gauches triumphs, M. Poincaré, who has never posed as 
the leader of the Bloc National in internal politics, will 
be found, as M. Herriot once said, a man turned toward 
the Left. This means that the defeat of the Bloc National 
does not necessarily imply the defeat of M. Poincaré, 
since his foreign policy, for which alone he cares, will not 
have been defeated at the polls, and M. Poincaré will have 
pronounced himself in a sense compatible with the views 
of the Bloc des Gauches. 
: Now, as the success of the Bloc des Gauches may 
involve the downfall of M. Millerand, the President, .who 
has pronounced in favor of the Bloc National, and is 
indeed its founder, some curious perspectives are opened 
up. The President, in associating himself with parties, 
may feel himself, if his party is beaten, obliged to resign. 
Who, then, would succeed him at the Elysée? The Bloc 
des Gauches might well suppose that M. Poincaré would 
be better as President than in the alternative positions 
which he might take up, of leader of the Bloc des 
Gauches, or critic of the Bloc de Gauches. Thus, although 
this is bold speculation, many more surprising things 
may happen than the return during 1924 of M. Poincaré 
to the Elysee for a second term of a seven years’ 
presidency !

This adjustment, to 
be impartial, must include proper measures of relief to 
capital, as well as to the wage earner in industry and the 
professional man or woman who earns a small salary. 
This is necessary, as has been repeatedly pointed out, 
because a way must be found to induce the freer invest- 
ment of wealth in productive industries, in utilities, and 
in other properties where it will willingly bear its fair 
proportion of the common burden. High surtaxes have 


driven wealth into investments in tax-exempt securities 


which impose a burden of debt on this and coming gen- 
erations. i 
It is proposed, of course, that laws be enacted to 
check, or to forbid, future issues of tax-free bonds and 
securities. But this of itself probably would not drive 
wealth unwillingly into industry. The capitalist cannot 
be compelled to invest his money where he is forced to 
assume all the risks of possible loss while there remains 
the assurance that at least one-half of his potential profits 
will be converted into the federal Treasury. The average 
taxpayer has been convinced that he, and not the capital- 
ist, is the loser, in the long run, because of the operation 
of that immutable law which compels the consumer, in the 
end, to bear, indirectly, the chief burden of all forms 
of taxation. 8 
Whatever may be the temptations of those senators 
and representatives close to the firing line in Washing- 


ton, it is apparent that among their constituents, gener- 


ally speaking, there is no division along partisan lines. 
The people care not at all for the political advantage 
which either of the parties may gain by juggling or 
amending, for the purposes of compromise, the pending 
revenue measure. They demand substantially the eco- 
nomic relièf to which they are entitled, and they are 
generous enough and just enough to acknowledge their 
willingness td see this relief shared, as it should be 
shared, by both investor and wage earner.

violations have been suppressed, and perhaps destroyed. 
As against the accredited diplomatic agents and 
attachés, theoretically immune within their official resi- 
dences, it has been proposed by Representative Newton 
of Minnesota that any wh are found to have violated 
the Jaw by carrying on illegal traffic in liquors, using 
their homes or offices as a base, be summarily deported 
to the places whence they came. Fo this there may be 
ready agreement. But why not carry the process a little 
farther? The theory of the law has been established by 
recent decisions that those who purchase or otherwise 
obtain liquor sold or dispensed in violation of the law 
are themselves co-conspirators, and that they can be pun- 
ished as such. Why, then, if exile is to be the lot 
of the foreign visitors who, ethically, are not bound, 
either by oath or tradition, tp observe and support the 
law, should not a like penalty be meted out to those who, 


even thoughtlessly or carelessly, have more seriously 


transgressed ? . 
Every representative of the Government in Washing- 


ton, whether legislative, executive or judicial, and every 


attaché of appointee in whatever department, is bound 


by a solemn oath to support the Constitution of the 
United States. Suppose the motion of Mr. Newton be 
amended to include the penalty of exile “to the places 
whence they came” for all who are shown to have had 
part in the conspiracy. This is not proposed lightly, or 
with a desire to condone the offenses of the Nation's 
official resident guests. The law, if it is possible to 
enforce it, should be enforced impartially. 


THE somewhat naive proposal has been made that 
mankind can be taught, by contrasting visibly the effects 
of war and the blessings of 
peace, to éschew the former and 
cling to the latter. The method, 
obviously, is the motion picture, 
proclaimed as the agency which 
is adapted to the imparting, un- 
derstandingly, of a knowledge 
of good and evil. And it must 
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we 


be admitted, of course, that no other popular method that 


has been devised reaches so great a number of people 
simultaneously. But it has never been shown convinc- 
ingly that the motion pictures teach, or that they greatly 
influehce, as propaganda methods are supposed to teach 
and influence. Those millions of persons in the United 
States and elsewhere who habitually seek entertainment 
have never been convicted of searching at the same time 
for an opportunity to think. A few might be persuaded by 
some such superficial process, but it probably would be 
shown that the masses, those whom it is desired to reach, 
would turn away before paying their money for the 
privilege of being “educated,” even without conscious 
effort on their own part. : 

For numberless centuries the world has remained 
under the mesmerism of war, fostering the vain belief 
that only through warfare and suffering could the thing 
called civilization be advanced and established. Stub- 
bornly and selfishly, the powerful nations have sought 
to compel, by force of arms, the adoption by weaker 
peoples, sometimes of prescribed religions, sometimes of 
cultural codes, and more often of methods of trade and 
exchange. In histories and in art, which it is presumed 
might embrace modern motion pictures, the vaunted 
glories of war have always been held before the eye and 
the thought. Is it hoped now, by a similar suggestive 
process designed to correct the mistakes of the past, to 
mesmerize humanity into a different way of thinking? 
How futile it all seems when it is understood that it is by 
no such method that a true understanding of man’s rela- 
tionship to man can be gained! 

Human hatred and human intolerance lie deeper than 
The men and women of today need nothing 
to convince them of the utter folly of the effort to end 
wars by war, or of the hopelessness of seeking peace 
through the destruction of one nation by another. But 
a consciousness so long dominated by false beliefs is not 
stirred and awakened by any superficial process. The 
moral fiber mtist be rebuilt and reconstructed, and this 
can be accomplished only as the still small voice is listened 
to and heeded. There are gratifying evidences every- 
where that the world is willing and anxious to listen. 
Comprehension is coming gradually from within. It can 
never come from without. 
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Among the many anniversary landmarks which were

America Revisited 
By CAPT. R. A. SCOTT-JAMES 
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[The folloeing is the first of three articles by Capt. R. A. 

\ Scott-James, the well-known English journalist and author, in 

which he gives an intimate interpretative description of the 

United States as it impressed him on his second visit, during the 
recent tour of Mr. David Lloyd George.] 


Lonpvon, Jan. 1—Late one evening in the fall of last year 
I was walking down Broadway, New York, with a friend. 
The sidewalks were crowded, men and women were entering 
and leaving hotels and restaurants, and the vivid sky-signs light- 
ing up the faces of thousands of persons gave to the scene an 
air of concerted movement, of impressive artifice. | 

It is about the time they should be coming out of the 
theaters,” said my friend; and sure enough, as he spoke, the 
theatergoers were beginning to pour into the streets. 

Was this Broadway? Or was it Piccadilly? If I had 
closed my eyes for a moment and opened them I might have 
been uncertain. This ig just how it would have been in 
Londgn at that hour—the crowds, the restaurants, the adver- 
tisement lights which we have learned to use, and, as a last 
finishing touch, the theater crowds coming out at the precise 
moment when they would have come out in an English city. 

As my mind was struggling with the illusion there came 
suddenly a noise like the explosion of a bomb, followed by a 
rattling as of machine guns, and a party of fantastically garbed 
vouths in a fantastically decorated car swooped down upon 
the crowd. We read the legend: “Vote for ; and the 
car was off again, broadcasting confusion and propaganda. 
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A judge, it seemed, was asking for votes. Nothing singular, 
I suppose; and if it had been a politician, instead of a judge, 
I should not have been surprised. As it was, being English, I 
was puzzled, and was brought back with a quick jolt to 
America. 

No, assuredly it was not Piccadilly. I saw the perambu- 
lating multitude in a new perspective. This was not the 
same as London. This was not the concentrated activity of 
America—it was only an example of it. It was a type only 
of scores of proud centers, where American community lite 
asserts itself vehemently, here in this way, here in that, but 
always, as I fancy it, in community form. | , 

Behind New York I saw vistas of great cities, Philadel- 
phia, Washington, Pittsburgh, Cleveland, Indianapolis, St. 
Louis, Chicago, Minneapolis, St. Paul and Boston; and other 
cities which I have not seen on the Pacific seaboard. 

Fresh from a land journey of 6000 miles up and down 
the east and middle west, America, vast as it is, seemed to me, 
in one aspect, like tiny ancient Greece—a land of important 
cities, each individual, each more - or less self-governed, each 
proud of itself as a separate entity and in rivalry with its 
neighbors, but each expressing qualities common to all, a com- 
mon culture, a common national ideal; and, round each city, 
too, an active countryside which your quick-moving American 
can. traverse on rubber wheels as easily &s the ancient Greek 
could walk out and visit rustic shrines. 
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Everywhere, noticeable to every traveler, is the spirit of 
change, change so rapid, so visibly continuous, as to become 
a habit. All over the world ours is an era of quick transitions 
—as I write, Londoners are in the act of destroying Regent 
Street—but in the States and in Canada the change spirit moves 
faster still. 

I could name a dozen great, thriving cities where I found 
certain salient features repeating themselves. First, the City 
Hall, a large, expensive, often handsome building, and in front 
of it an open space with recent monuments erected by patriotic 
citizens. Hard by, a thicket of towering modern buildings 
banks, commercial houses, stores—each latest erection outdoing 
the last, like the tree in a young forest that has got nearest 
to the sun. Not far off, also, the hotels, one of which is 
distinguished and most favored, not because it is the oldest 
and has long traditions of excellence, but because it is abso- 
lutely the newest and has the most recent modern equipment 
in every particular. 
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Away in one direction are the factories, the chimneys, the 
smoke, where newer machinery is replacing older machinery 
and products ever more modern are being manufactured and 
sent out to a change-loving world of consumers. And away in 
the other direction is a smart residential quarter, changing year 
by year out of all recognition—it has fine new houses, new 
colleges and high schools, with a new generation of youth 
acquiring the newest learning in them; well-built new museums 
and art schools, and public parks, and perhaps an open-air 
theater—monuments erected yesterday and today by munificent 
millionaires who are acquiring yet more millions in the fac- 
tories and offices a mile of two away. 

And the tramways, intersecting at every crossroad; the 
ceaseless current of motor cars growing more unmanageable, 
I am told, everv year and every month; roads stretching out 
from the congested center to the broadening circumference, 
and thence over hundreds of miles of prairie, meadow, plain, 
hill, forest, to the next city and the next—roads that are for- 
ever being renewed, and improved, and modernized. 

Yes, America has “got a move on”: that is as clear as a 
pikestaff. But how, or where, it is moving is another matter. 
matter. 
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Intellectual Pedestrianism 


“For my part,“ writes The Pedestrian in the Forum, “I 
— cherished the notion that few of us can really afford 
to ride. 

“Of course, a great deal may be said for walking; it is not 
a mere accident of some passing civilization, like chariots and 
sedan-chairs, but is one of the few things, like loving and eating, 
which has been common to all generations of men. 

“But I am thinking rather of the advantages of mental 
pedestrianism. It is with some alarm, I confess, that I observe 
the increase in vehicular traffic of this mental sort. The 
pedestrian mind doesn’t get very. far in one day, to be sure, but 
it has ample opportunity to see where it is going. It proceeds 
slowly enough to observe and record. It can stop altogether 
when it gets tired—a great virtue truly, for it is not likely 
to mistake motion and sound for progress. 

Then, too, your mind afoot is not confined to the high- 
road; it may follow by-paths; it may even explore unbroken 
wilds—it is not bound to the automotive ‘wheel of things.’ | 
don’t make much of the fact that it can climb a tree, for Fords, 
they say, can do that too, though I do say for it that it still 
looks like a mind after its arboreal excursion. 

“But the great advantage of the pedestrian mind, to my 
thinking, is that, while it makes retirement possible, it is not 
‘retired leisure. It has to work to get on; it moves often with 
the great procession of mankind. It knows, on the one hand, 
the starry solitude, the high mountain where one may pray, 
and, on the other, the crowded highroad where the race is te 
be run ‘not without dust and heat.
